RENO DIVORCES NET STATE 
$128,000 LAWYERS $500,000

RENO, Nev., Oct. 31. —The new 
Nevada divorce machinery has sep- 
arated more than 3000 couples in 
the first six months c: operation. 
Besides grinding out about $128,- 
000 in revenue for the State and

MUSSOLINI STOPS WAGE CUTS 


His Committee Declares Further 
Decreases Are Inadvisable, 
By the Assuciated Press. 

ROME, Oct. 31.—Premier Mus- 
solini today assured Italy there 
will be no further general reduc- 
tion in wages. Under his "presi- 
dency the Central Committee of 
Corporations rejected suggestions 
for cuts in industrial salaries. The 
committee declared. decreases inad- 
visable despite the tendency of oth- 
er nations to meet the depression 
in that manner. 

Opening the committee session a 
week ago the Premier said he 
thought wages already had been 
reduced to the lowest tolerable lev- 
el. A year ago he ordered a hori- 
zontal cut of 10 to 12 per centin all

Under the concession to 
the Fiat Co., these automobiles will 
pay considerably lower road tax 
than other cars, while tariff duties 
on foreign cars will be increased.

TOKIO, Oct. 31.—That Japan 


and Russia are in agreement for 
the time being at least, on the sit- 
vation in North Manchuria, was 
made clear here today in reports 
received from the conversations in 
Moscow between Ambassador 
Hirota and L. M. Karakhan, acting 
Foreign Affairs Commissar of the 
Soviet Government. 

The reports indicated Russia was 
not sending any troops to guard 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, 
Chinese-Russian operated line 
crossing Manchuria, and that Ja- 
pan was not dispatching any sol- 
diers to that railway region unless 
there were unexpected develop- 


ments, 

Hirota emphasized the fact that 
if Russia deemed it advisable to 
station soldiers along the Chinese 
Eastern line, Japan would consider 
sending troops northward to pro- 
tect various Japanese interests in 
the complicated rallway layout of 
Manchuria.

TREASURY RULES AGAINST 
BARRING SUMATRA TOBACCO 


It Is Notified That Indentured La- 
bor Is No Longer Used in 
Producing It.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31. — The 
Treasury ruled today that Suma- 
tra tobacco would be admissible 
under the tariff law after Jan. 1 
when the provisions barring goods 
produced by indentured labor be- 
come effective. Sumatra tobacco 
is used largely for cigar wrappers. 

The Treasury ruled that there 
was not enoug' of that grade of 
tobacco produced in the United 
States to satisfy the needs of the 
country. Under the law, the pro- 
vision affects only those goods 
made by indentured labor of which | 
a sufficient quantity is produced | 
in‘ this country to fill domestic 
needs. 

Tobacco growers in Connecticut, 
Georgia, Florida and other sec- 
tions had urged that the importa- 
tion of sumatra wrappers be 
barred. Treasury officials were 
notified by Dutch interests that in- 
dentured labor had been done away 
with in Sumatra and that those 
grounds for barring Sumatra to- 
bacco no longer existed.

HUGE CROWD SEES 
HER AT PHOENIX 


Auto Trip From Los An- 
geles Made in 16 Hours— 
She Is Put in Cell With 
Three Other Women.

PHOENIX, Ariz., Oct. 31.—Coun- 


ty Attorney Lloyd Andrews de- 
cided today on two separate trials 
for Mrs. Winnie Ruth Judd, re- 
turned here from Los Angeles, 
Cal., for the murder of Mrs. Agnes 
Le Roi and Miss Hedvig Samuel- 
son. She was extradited to Arizo- 
na for the killing of Mrs. Le Roi. 
Andrews said the additional mur- 
er charge would be made imme- 
diately. He declared he would ask 
for the death penalty (hanging) in 


each case. 


Decision to try Mrs. Judd on sep- 
arate charges was made, Andrews 
said, to allow for the possibility of 
one jury’s returning a verdict of 
acquittal. 

Pale and Trembling. 

Mrs. Judd, pale and trembling, 
was brought here to the Maricopa 
County jail yesterday from Los 
Angeles, where she was arrested 
after the bodies of her two victims, 
whom she said she shot in self 
defense, were found in trunks at a 
railroad depot. 

The trip from Los Angeles was 
made by automobile in 16 hours. 
During part of the trip, Mrs. Judd 
slept. 

A crowd of about 3000 persons 
was on hand near the jail when 
the automobile arrived. There was 
no disorder. 

Following the car of Mrs. Judd 
and the officers from Los Angeles 
was a machine which contained 
her husband, Dr. William C. Judd. 
He has arranged for her defense, 
which was reputedly financed by 
“true stories” sold to Los Angeles 
newspapers and supposedly writ- 
ten by Mrs. Judd. 

Privacy was denied the woman 
when she was placed in jail. In 
her ceil are three other women—a 
Negro woman charged with slay- 
ing a white man, another Negro 
woman in custody in connection 
with knifing, and a white woman 
held on a bad check charge. 

28 Woman Slayers Convicted. 

In its history as a State and ter- 
ritory, Arizona has convicted 28 
women of slayings, on charges 
ranging down to manslaughter. 
Only two were convicted of first 
degree murder during the 53 years 
that records have been preserved 
and only one of them has_ been 


hanged, Mrs. Eva Dugan. 


Her decapitation by the rope in 
February, 1930, was credited with 
inspiring almost unanimous pass- 
age by the last Arizona Legislature 
of a bill to substitute lethal gas for 
the gallows. The Legislature’s ef- 
fort to do away with the hangman, 
however, failed on a technicality. 
The Atorney-General ruled that 
hanging had been designated by a 
vote of the people and could be 
changed only by the electorate.

Thomas A. Edison’s three chil- 
dren by his first marriage are Wil- 
liam, Thomas A. Jr. and Mrs. Me- 
rian Oser. There are three chil- 
dren by the second marriage, 
Charles, Theodore and Mrs.- John 
Eyre Sloane. 

The Inventor’s will, filed in New 
Jersey yesterday, leaves the ma- 
jor part of the estate to Charles 
and Theodore with a provision that 
they may divide the residue among 
all six children when and as they 
Shall deem judicious. 

“Undue influence was brought to 
bear on my father by Charles Ed- 
ison and my step-mother, Mina 
Miller Edison.” said William. “The 
codicil attached to the will was 
made only a few months before 
my father’s death, which in itself, 
knowing he was about to die, 
showed what influence my step- 
mother and Charles had over him.

King de- 
nied the killing from the witness 
stand, repudiating a purported con- 
fession.

In the 
purported confession, King was 
quoted as saying he approached the 
car to tell Palmer to take his 
daughter home, that Palmer mis- 
took him for a holdup man and the 
shooting ensued. 

The charge against Miss King is 
based on the fact that'she shielded 
her father from authorities, for 
hours declaring a holdup man 
killed Palmer.

A Reply to T. P. P. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Y OUR correspondent, T. P. P., quotes 


the German representative at Geneva 
as saying: “If the League’s machinery 
for peace had existed in 1914, the World 
War would have been prevented.” T. P. 
P. then criticises our German-American 
citizens who voted against American 
membership in the League of Nations 
and says: “This opposition is repudiated 
by the German fatherland.” Even if this 
were true, it should not influence an 
American citizen in casting his ballot. 

But Germany was invited to join a 
similar peace league, previous to 1914, 
and was the only important nation which 
declined. She was talking peace, but se- 
cretly preparing to begin the World War. 
Wilson’s Secretary of State, Bryan, in- 
duced 32 other nations to sign peace 
treatfes with us, all pledging themselves 
to arbitrate disputes before resorting to 
War, unless actually invaded. Those 
treaties have never .been repealed, but 
are disregarded. 

T. P. P. similarly “criticises Irish- 
American citizens who voted against our 
membership in the League. He says that 
“this opposition is repudiated by the Irish 
motherland” because Ireland has a vot- 
ing representative at the present League 
meeting. But he represents only one por- 
tion of Ireland, the Free State. All Ire- 
jand would now be an independent na- 
tion if Wilson had not consented to 
strike out of the original draft of the 
League agreement at Paris an article, in 
his own handwriting, which would per- 
mit any conquered nation to appeal to

THE PRESIDENT AND THE NAVY LEAGUE. 
| It was to be expected that when Mr. Hoover pared 
the navy budget he would bring down upon himself 
the wrath of the Navy League, but it was hardly to 
be expected that the disagreement would go so‘far as 
it has gone. William H. Gardiner, president of the 
League, charges Mr. Hoover with abysmal ignorance 
of the navy and an effort to starve that branch of 
the service. Mr. Hoover responds by demanding a 
public apology and announcing he will appoint a 
‘commission to ascertain the facts. 

The incident illustrates the bumptiousness of med- 
rdlesome patriotic societies. The President of the 
United States is made by the Federal Constitution 
Commander-in-Chief of the army and navy. . He is 
responsible for the national defense. Only Congress 
shares his responsibility. The Navy League, despite 
its claims to the contrary, is a political organization. 
It has been active for years on behalf of a big navy. 
Its propagandists have penetrated into every part of 
the country, always in the guise of patriotism. Ordi- 
narily there would not be great objection to this, 
since all the people are naturally loyal and friendly 
to the navy; but when the Navy League assumes to 
set itself up as a self-constituted admiralty and can 
make such charges against the President as Mr. Gar- 
diner has made, it becomes a nuisance. 

It is not a seemly spectacle for the President of 
the United States to demand a public apology of any- 
one. Indignation carried to such an extreme is he- 
neath the dignity of that great office. Nevertheless, 
Mr. Hoover would not be human if he did not bitterly 
resent such brazen effrontery as Mr. Gardiner has 
displayed. The President perforce practices economy 
in the public service at such a time wherever it is 
possible. If his advices justify such a reduction as 
he has made in the naval budget, he would be recre- 
ant to his office if he did not make it. If he is mis- 
taken about it, that is a matter between the Presi- 
dent and Congress. It is decidedly not a matter be- 
tween the President and our bellicose junkers. 

The navy budget submitted by Secretary Adams to 
the President called for an expenditure of $401.,- 
000,000. Mr. Hoover requested Mr. Adams to cut that 
total down by $61,000,000. Thus pruned, our navy 
expenditure for next year would be $340,000,000, 
which ‘would: exceed the British budget by $69,000,- 
000, and would be almost three times that of Japan. 
In 1930 the United States spent upon her navy $375,- 
291,828: Great Britain, $271,867,022; Japan, $131,000.- 
000; France, $101,258,766; Italy, $62,785,079. If we 
should build a “treaty navy,” which is what the junk- 
ers like the Navy League are clamoring for, the con- 
struction cost up to Dec. 1, 1936, would be $1,000,- 
000,000. The annual maintenance cost would be $500,- 
000,000. The annual cost, after 1936, is estimated at 
$516,000,000 a year. 

In the face of these figures, which are quoted by 
Burton L. French, member of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, in an article in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, the Gardiner charge that Mr. Hoover's 
policy is to “restrict, reduce and starve” the navy is, 
of course, preposterous. As for questioning the Pres- 
ident’s motive, which obviously is to lighten the bur- 
den of armament at a time when it is a hardship 
to the country, Mr. Gardiner is asking the nation to 
believe what he does not himself believe. 
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Maybe the Mayor’s bond plan was prejudiced by 
recollections of the Ryckoff scandal. 
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TOMBSTONE LIVES AGAIN. 

Tombstone, that almost forgotten town of towns of 
the Southwest’s silver days, has lived again. A rip- 
snorting “Helldorado” pageant, befitting the memory 
of its breathless past, once more has filled its streets 
with bearded men wearing boots and packing revolv- 


ers in sagging, bullet-loaded belts like the mining 
pioneers of 50 years ago. | 
. The celebration opened with a stampede of wild 
horses from the desert; it ran in that vein for four 
days. There was one pause—a few minutes of si- 
lence and bared heads in old Boot Hill Cemetery, on 
a rise outside of town, where outlaws and officers of 
the peace who once shot at each other from the hip 
sleep side by side. “Stick around, and you'll be find- 
ing your tombstone,” Government scouts told Ed 
Schieffelin. He stuck around and one day up the 
winding trail his burro kicked a rock and it flashed 
silver in the sun. Big, shaggy Ed had made his 
strike. He called it his tombstone mine. The wild 
town-to-be had received its name. 

dn the days that followed, when Tombstone loaded 
one silver pack train after another, more than 10,000 
souls dug and fought there. Today no longer the 
county seat of Cochise County, it is a ghost of the 
past. But though its last man turns hig back on 
its streets of decaying shacks, Tombstone will re- 
main. Its days and nights are as much a part of 
the American story as the Boston tea party and 
Washington crossing the Delaware.

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THE CATHOLIC CHARITY CAMPAIGN. 

In two respects the Catholic charity fund campaign, 
to be launched tomorrow afternoon and continue for a 
week, is unique. First, it has no definite monetary 
goal. It is felt that, in the present crisis, any ad- 
vance calculation of needs is impossible, and that ex- 
penditures should be limited only by the generosity 
of givers in St. Louis and the county. By Arch- 
bishop Glennon’s wish, it is to be an emergency fund, 
to be raised in addition to the regular contributions 
to church charity bodies. Secondly, it will be a cam- 
paign without overhead expense. All the thousands 
of workers are volunteers, serving without pay, and 
the supplies, such as blank forms and announce. 
ments, are donated. In this connection, it is worthy 
of note that the charities engaged in this campaign 
operate on an infinitesimal overhead, being admin- 
istered by the priests and nuns in the service of the 
church and by laymen who serve on committees with- 
out compensation. 

The words of the Pope in his latest encyclical are 
the guiding spirit of the campaign. He invoked “the 
most beautiful of commandments” in urging through- 
out the werld “what may almost be called a crusade 
of charity and relief.” The Pope said: “Now winter 
approaches, and with it the long succession of suf- 
fering and privation which the season brings, espe- 
cially to the poor and to the helpless young.” St. 
Louis has its share of these unhappy ones, and the 
work of the 42 Catholic charities united in this cam- 
paign is directed toward relieving them, regardless 
of their creed, The activities of these organizations, 
among the aged, the sick, orphans and the unem-

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WHAT. WILL MR. GEHNER DO? 

Mr. Gehner’s delay in taking leadership of the 
movement for equalization of assessments has re 
sulted in its seizure by the Board of Aldermen. A 
proposed ordinance revising the St. Louis assessment 
system was approved Thursday by the Legislation 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen, although the 
Assessor appeared at the last moment with what 
purported to be a set of amendments, but what was 
in effect a new bill giving greater latitude to the 
Assessor than the aldermanic bill. 

One of the purposes of the movement for assess- 
ment equalization is to narrow the field of individual] 
judgment in the valuation of property and to substi- 


tute scientific formulas in the interest of justice and 


accuracy. No assessor and his staff of deputies, re- 
gardless of their individual skill, can hope to avoid 
error and inequality unless their work proceeds from 
a basic rule. That long ago was proved by St. Paul, 
the pioneer city on this important field, and is being 
demonstrated by Cleveland, Detroit and other cities 
which have adopted the St. Paul system. 

The aldermanic bill would extend to St. Louis the 
benefits of the expertence of these cities. It would 
end the condition under which thousands of prop 
erty owners are the victims of the rule of thumb 
method of valuation now employed. So far, the 
only objection to it that we know about comes from 
Mr. Gehner. : 

Whether or not the Board of Aldermen can force 
the assessor to adopt its plan remains questionable. 
Mr. Gehner argues that he is a State officer and that 
the methods employed by his deputies cannot be pre- 
scribed by city ordinance. Progress, however, cannot 
forever be barred by legalistic quibbles and, sooner 
or later, St. Louis will progress to a scientific as- 
sessment system. Will Mr. Gehner watch the pro 
cession pass or will he get on the band wagon? 
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TOWN AND GOWN. 


The famous cry of the Revolution, “Taxation with- 
out representation is tyranny,” is sounding again in 
New England. This time it is the students at Dart- 
mouth who are in vociferous protest. The townsfolk 
of Hanover want to pass a $200,000 bond issue. The 
White Mountain boys insist that a higher tax on 
fraternities, whose members have no voice in mu- 
nicipal affairs, is contrary to the principles for which 
the forefathers fought a century and a half ago. 
When the voters assembled in a town meeting, stu- 
dents swarmed in and by ungentlemanly, but Boston 
tea party-like methods, prevented the election with 
hooting and howling which abated only upon ad- 
journment. As things stand now, the people of Han- 
over are one up on the students, for they have called 
another meeting for Dec. 18, the day after Christmas 
vacation begins. This was a master political stroke, 
but it smacks of fear of a free and open fight. Let 
the boys of Dartmouth answer trickery in a counter 
attack. The country will expect them to shame such 
cowardice in a way befitting the memory of Dart- 
mouth’s best known alumnus, grim old Daniel Web- 
ster, who never fled a foe. 
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NO ADDITIONAL GASOLINE TAX—NOW. 


The Legislation Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men has reported adversely on the proposition to 
levy an additional tax of half a cent a gallon on gas- 
oline. The proposed tax was not rejected because of 
its unfairness, but because, under present conditions, 
it seemed unwise to pile a bigger load on the auto- 
mobile owner’s back. The committee apparently will 
be inclined to favor this tax when business improves. 
Meantime, the committee approves a bill to raise the 
city license tax 50 cents on private machines and on 
commercial cars from 50 cents to $2, justifying its 
action by the State Jaw. 

The increaged license tax may inflict no great hard- 
ship on the average automobile owner, but it is dis- 
concerting as an earnest of the administration’s in- 
tention. The City Hall's attitude toward the motor- 
ist evidently is “all the traffic will bear.” That pol- 
icy is already in full stride. As we pointed out in 
a previous discussion, Missouri is one of the few 
states that permit cities to levy a gasoline tax, and 
St. Louis and Chicago are the only two cities in the 
country of more than 500,000 population that collect 
a city license on private passenger cars. 

St. Louis collects a plenty from this source. No 
other property is taxed as the automobile is. It may 
truly be said, too, we believe, that no other tax is 
quite so cheerfully paid. But there is, in all con- 
science, a limit, and that limit locally has been 
reached. 

The city cannot solve its recurrent monetary diffi- 
culty by thrusting its hand deeper and deeper into 
the automobile owner’s pocket. It can, to be sure, 
tax the automobile so heavily as to defeat its own 
purpose by drying up this revenue fountain. Or it 
can go so far as to invite a test case which may 
topple the financial structure of our good roads en- 
terprise. 
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THE CHICAGO POLICE SWING INTO ACTION. 


With Al Capone in a jail cell, his chief lieutenants 
under sentence and his gang scattered, the Chicago 
police decided on a bold maneuver. They swooped 
down upon Capone’s headquarters in the Lexington 
Hotel and nearly scared the wits out of the only 
persons there, namely, a cook, a dishwasher and a 
bus boy. Bearing their captives triumphantly back 
to the Detective Bureau, they pried from the cook 
this imposing statement: 

I make the famous spaghetti. I know just how 
much cheese Mr. Capone wants on his spaghetti. 
Mr. Capone liked spaghetti. 

It seemed incumbent upon the Chief of Detectives 
to say something. He did. “The Capone gang,” said 
the Chief, “is on the run.” 

So it is, but not through any action by the Chicago 
police. For years Capone has held forth openly at 
the Lexington Hotel. At almost any hour of the day 
or night, a visitation from the Police Department 
would have been rewarded by a rich haul of gang- 
sters. But the police delayed their raid until the 
Federal Government put the “big boy” behind the 


bars. 
The Lexington Hotel raid is about 10 years too late.

Tou extraordinary development of ma- 


chine production, of which we perhaps

our present realization. When these truths 
are perceived, and their import realized, 1 
will be the work of the thinker to show us 
how to adjust our ways of life to the new 
laws of Mfe which spring from these indis- 
putable and basic facts, 

The basic changes to which I have re- 
ferred will take years for their gradual 
working out. They are, in a sense, evolu- 
tional. Their progress and their effects will 
be very clear to the student who comes 
after us. But in the meantime, we hate 
certain problems of today to cope with. 

There is a mystifying stoppage of business 
and of industry. There is an extraordinary 
condition of want amid plenty. Our pro- 
ducers, who thought but a little while ago 
that they led the world, are racking their 
brains and pinching their muscles to find out 
whence their sudden impotence has sprung. 
Our merchants, who have made a fetish of 
salesmanship and who have carried the 
traditional virtues of diligent tradesmanship 
into the higher realms of super-salesman 
ship, wonder why they make no sales. Our 
security markets are witnessing similar 
inexplicable phenomena, Gilt-edge securities 
are apparently selling at prices that have 
no relation to their values, and the assur- 
ances of our financial leaders carry neither 
weight nor persuasion. 

It would scem that, pending the rising of 
the new sun and the flooding of the dark 
places with the light of a new understand- 
ing, we could at least fall back upon some 


of the half-forgotten elementary truths and , 


basic integrities of life.

There has been a great destruction of 
wealth, of savings, of capital and the means 
of life and trade. We are just beginning to 
perceive the extent of this destruction. Let 
us realize that this wealth has got to be re- 
created. It can only be done by labor and 
thrift and self-denial. We are learning bit- 
ter lessons. It is time we profited by them. 

Our bankers must return to the conception 
of a banker’s true role in life. They must 
realize that they are primarily custodians of 
the money entrusted to their keeping; that 
they must use the resources of their institu- 
tions, which are essentially fiduciary in char- 
acter, in the spirit of service to their cus- 
tomers and to the community.

éven of the highest type—not to say securi- 
ties of secondary or lower grades, of doubt- 
ful income and unstable value. 

The managers of our industrial enterprises 
must change the direction of their ambition. 
They must be animated by the desire to 
make their companies excellent, sound, 
worthy’and stuble; to produce a sound prod- 
uct and to reach a market which they can 
satisty and retain. 

The pseudo-arts of high-power salesman- 
ship must be discarded as the false and bo- 
gus things they are. They are closely re- 
lated to fraud and impdésition. The sale of 
securities or nierchandise te the accompani- 
ment of banjo selections and detective 
dramas on the radio is stooping rather low 
ior business, which claims to be self-respect- 
ing. It is mortifying te think that our pres- 
perity and the pre-eminence of American 
merchandising methods depend upon such 
extraneous support as this.

Some years ago in London I saw a sign 
over a tradesmun’s shop, “John Strong-i'- 
the-Arm.”’ It was obviously an old Saxon 
name that had come down through the cen- 
turies.

CHAPTER TWO. 


T just so happened that the Edi- 
[son who came into my life in 

this remarkable way had been 
my ideal since boyhood. I first 
heard of him in a way that im- 
pressed me during 1879 or ‘80 when 
the invention and quick adoption 
of his incandegcernt light made him 
a world figure and filled the news- 
papers with articles about him. I 
had just left home to work in a 
machine shop and was only 17. I 
admired the inventions of the man 
and also the man himself, ‘but what 
hit my mind hardest was his gift 
for hard, continuous work. 

For, when all is said and done, 
the ability to work means more 
than anything else. Mr. Edison had 
a wonderfully imaginative mind 
and also a most remarkable mem- 
ory. Yet all of his talents would 
never have brought anything big 
into the world had he not had 
within him that driving force which 
pushed him on continuously and 
regardless of everything until he 
had finished that which he started 
out to do.

He 
believed that unflinching, unremit- 
ting work would accomplish any- 
thing. It was this genius for hard 
work that fired me as a lad and

I often think how pleasant an 
expéricnce has befallen me, in that 
my boyhood’s hero became my 
later manhood's friend, It is a cir- 
cumstance that in the nature of 
things cannot occtir very often, 
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FTER that (first meeting in 
Asse.

three years later in his labora- 
tory in West Orange, N. J., where 
he had moved from Menlo Park. I 
had the thought of finding a stor- 
age battery which would give 
enough power to enable us to com- 
bine a starter and a generator in 
one motor unit, as well as provide 
all the other electrical needs of an 
automobile.

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much further than is usual. One 
day he and I held a contest as to 
who could remember back farthest 
and he wrote down the following 
as his earliest memories, 

“First: Creeping to get a Mexican 
silver dollar given to me by my 
sister's suitor. 

“Second: Held in arms to wit- 
ness the marriage of my sister to 
this same young man, 

“Third: Three prairie schooner 
wagons of the way to California 
camped near our house.” 

This took his recollection back 
to 1849-50—-when he was between 
2 and 3 years old. The best that 
I could do was to remember my 
father’s taking me to see a song 
sparrow’'s nest when I was 3% years 
old. 

The Edisons were never actually 
poor—that is they always had a 
good house and enough to eat and 
to wear. That Edison arose out of 
dire poverty is only a fiction. His 
parents could have provided for 
any ordinary needs, but the boy 
later developed such extraordinary 
needs that no family in average déir- 
cumstances could have provided for 
them. His real life began at Port 
Huron in a howse which has since 
been destroyed by fire. 

At the Port Huron public school 
Edison had just three months of 
regular schooling—and that is all 
he evér had. For then his mother 
took him out and taught him her- 
self. Mrs. Edison, who had been 
a teacher, saw him for what he was 
and saved him from the bad effects 
of a too great distaste for schools. 


He quickly learned to road. It 
was hardly possible to mention any 
book of major importance on any 
subject which he had not read. I 
found a copy of “Natural and Ex- 
perimental Philosophy” by Richard 
Green Parker, published in 1866, 
which was the same text-book that 
I used in school, and this, it turned 
out, was the first book on science 
he had ever read. He wrote on the 
flyleaf: 

“Parker's Philosophy was the 
first book in science that I read 
when a boy 9 years old. I picked 
it out as the first I could under- 
stand.” 

That book’ had in it about all 
that was known of science at the 
time. It covered everything from 
steam engines to balloons and also 
all the chemistry that was known, 
together with hundreds of differ- 
ent experiments. It was hardly a 
book for a boy of 9, but it was the 
book that Edison had been looking 
for. It gave to him his first view 
of the world of science. And h 
seemed that his destiny had formed 
him for the world of science, In 
the course of time he tried nearly 
every experiment in the book, but 
first of all he tricd the chemical 
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FORD and EDISON examine the first electric light globe and its 


suceessor,. 


experiments, for at heart Edison 
was a chemist. 

It was absolutely characteristic 
of him that he made the expert- 
ments instead of taking them for 
granted. He never took anything 
for granted; he verified every 
scientific fact for himself just to be 
gure that it was a fact—and also to 
find out the “why.” He set up a 
laboratory in the cellar of his 
house and every penny he could get 
went to the local drug store for 
chemicals. 

He kept up his reading, but soon 
his need for materials and chemil- 
cals for experimenting became too 


great for the small amounts of 
money that a boy could obtain from 
his father, and it was this and not 
the poverty of the family which 
led him, when between 12 and 13, 
to get a job as newsboy on the 
Grand Trunk Raliway ‘betwdéen 
Port Huron and Detroit. He would 
have had the job earlier if his fam- 
ily had let him. They consented to 
his taking the place only because 
it did not involve living away from 
home. 

Money to Edison always meant 
only the wherewithal to make ex- 
periments. He never least cared 
for money as a thing of itself, but 
also he was one of the few pioneers 
in the world of science who stood 
squarely on his own feet and al- 
ways earned the money to carry on 
whatever work he found most use- 
ful and interesting.

E set up a little laboratory-—nas 
H:: well known—in the baggage 

car on the train where he kept 
his newspapers and supplies, and 
the needs of this laboratory soon 
outran his earnings, so that he had 
to look around for further funds. 
That took him into publishing a 
small newspaper—the Weekly Her- 
ald—which he printed right on the 
train. His original printing press 
cannot be found, but I discovered 
one made by the same manufac- 
turer, which Fidison said is an ex- 
act duplicate of the original, 

The point, however, is not that 
young Edison published a news- 
paper for the first time on a train 
or that he was able to get out a 
first-class sheet at so carly an age. 
The point is that he had in him so 
irrepressible an urge to be a ascien- 
tist that his ingenuity was quick- 
ened in every direction so that he 
could earn money to carry on his 
real work. 

Of course, he did not then know 
his real work but he did know that 
he must discover the properties of 
matter before he could do anything 
with it. He was not just a clever 
boy with a flair for carning money; 
he earned money only to an end, 
His every penny above bare stib- 
sistence went for books or chemi- 
cals. 

By the time he was 15 he was 
well abreast of the, total fund of 
scientific knowledge of the day. I 
have a copy of this Weekly Herald 
and it is a chatty, interesting pa- 
per. Edison always had the ability 
to put down what he wanted to 
gay in a very few words and with 
absolute clearness. His thought 
was always clear and that is why 
what he wrote was clear.

That started a blage and 
the train conductor camie in while 
Edison was trying to put out the 
fire. The story has always been 
that the conductor boxed the boy’s 
ears so furiously as to injure the 
drums and that it is from this ear- 
boxing that Edison's deafness datce. 

It ia true that the conductor did 
find the fire an@ that he ordered 
Edison and his laboratory out at

Creek, Michigan, but the ear-box-, 


ing never happened. There is a 
doubt whether it could evef have 
happened, for Edison, although he 
had been a weak child, was al- 
ready gaining some of the strength 
and physique which have carried 
him through the years. He was not 
at all a fighter—he regarded fight- 
ing as time-wasting—but he could 
take care of himself and was not 
at all the sort of person to be 
cuffed about by anyone. The deaf- 
ness began quite differently. He 
pointed out the spot to me just out- 


side Fraser, Mich. 
“l was delayed in waiting on 
some of my newspaper customers,” 
he-told me, “and the train started 
ahead. ‘I ran after it and caught 
the rear step, nearly out of wind 
and hardly abié to lift myself up, 
for the steps in those days were 
high. A trainman reached over 
and grabbed me by the ears, and 
as he pulled me up I felt some- 
thing in my ears crack and right 
after that I began to get deaf. 
The ear-boxing incident never hap- 
pened. If it: was that man who 
injured my hearing, he did it 
while saving my life.” 

This may or may not have start- 
ed Edison's trouble with his ears; 
his extreme deafness dated from 
an operation for mastoiditis some 
years ago. He was never, contrary 
to the usual reports, actualiv 
giad that he was deaf. But he 
was the kind of man to turn a 
physical ili into an advantage.

NSTEAD of mourning the loss 
{ of his hearing, he sought to dis- 

cover whether there were not 
some affairs in which a deaf man 
could be of more use than a man 
with normal hearing. He once 
told me that he personally would 
have been giad to have his hearing 
restored but that he thought he 
was actually of more use to the 
country because he was deaf. At 
another time he said; 

“The deafness hag been of great 
advantage to me in various ways. 
When in a telegraph office, I could 
only hear the instrument directly 
on the table at which I sat, and, 
unlike the other operators, I was 
not bothered by the other instru- 
ments. Again, in experimenting 
on the telephone, } hag to im- 
prove the transmitter so I could 
hear it. This made the telephone 
commercial, as the magneto tele- 
phone receiver of the time was 
too weak to be used as a trans- 
mitter commercially, 

“It was the same with the phono- 
graph. The great defect of that 
instrument was in the rendering 
of the overtones in music, and the 
hissing consonants in speech. I 
worked over one year, 20 hours a 
day, Bundays and all, to get the 
word ‘specie’ perfectly recorded 
and reproduced on the photograph. 
When this was done I knew that 
everything else could be done— 
which was a fact. Again, my 
nerves have been preservéd intact. 
Many disturbing sounds do not 
reach me at all.”
